A $13,000,000,000 
Tax Bill

A recently published forecast of 
the 1938 tax bill now piling up for 
the American people to pay, sets the 
total at more than $13,000,000,000. 

That estimate, the forecast con- 
tinues, is 35 per cent higher than in 
1936, 30 per cent higher than in 1930, 
and 60 per cent higher than in 1921, 


It will be collected through many 


agencies, Federal, State and local,

It represents 20 per cent of our 
anticipated national income. In 
other words, it will take one dollar 
out of every five earned collectively 
by the American people. 

That is the heavy load on Amer- 
ican enterprise and American earn- 
ings that extravagance in govern- 
ment—whether Federal, State or 
local—inevitably entails. 

Announced with the opening of 
the New Year, the estimate intro- 
duces a discouraging note. It comes 
at a time when America has ex- 
pressed its determination to spare 
no effort which would check reces- 
sion and forward the progress of a 
healthy recovery. 

But recovery cannot be attained by 
loading both labor and enterprise 
with heavy and disproportionate 
costs of government. 

Wan, pe aided by lightening 
that burcdén and by encouraging 
both labor, and enterprise to pro- 
gress. Promise of relief from unrea- 
sonable taxaiion would be one of 
the most constructive steps that any 
Congress or any State Legislature

[Makes Substantial Gain 


American Trust Company’s in- 
crease in total loans outstanding 
during 1937, from $114,494,153.91 to 
$126,583,227.25 was the most sig- 
nificant feature of its year-end 
statement. Both commercial and 
real estate loans participated in this 
increase, according to the bank's 
officials.

Even the most ad- 
vanced European nations are far be- 
hind us in this respect, and the pos- 
session of a bathtub in most countries 
is a sign not only of opulence but os- 
tentation. The United States is among 
the few countries generally educated 
to the knowledge that health and 
cleanliness go together.

Avoid Shock Hazards 


Nearly everyone at some time has 
received slight shocks from electri- 
cal equipment without any ill effects. 
Under particular circumstances, 
however, shocks can be dangerous 
and it is important to keep these 
circumstances in mind and to avoid 
them. 

The amount of shock one receives’ 
when he touches a piece of defec- 
tive equipment depends upon how 
good his contact is and the path of 
the current. When hands are wet 
the contact is much better than 


age safety in the use 


shocks will not be received even | 
though hands are wet, but just for 
safety’s sake, it is good practice to 
dry the hands before handling ap- 
pliances connected to the circuit. To 
make sure that this rule is followed, 
the best plan is to avoid using ap- 
pliances in locations where water 
exists, such as close to the bath- 
tub or very close to the kitchen 
sink. The general rule should be to 
use appliances far enough away 
from water faucets so that one can- 
not touch the faucet or the water, 
and the appliance at the same time.

It is worn out and improperly as- 
sembled cords which are responsible 
for the occasional accidents which 
occur. 

Accidents are sometimes reported 
where extension cords have been

If these precautions are observed, 
extension cords can be used in 
basements and other under-house 
or outdoor locations with perfect 
safety. The same precautions re- 
garding the choice and care of cords 
for extensions apply to the cords of 
portable electrical tools.
